The real voice of the common people was 
heard through the 3,000 labor and progres- 
sives at the hearing, who, knowing that the 
best defénse is an offense, urged expansion, 
not cutting, of the Governor’s budget. The 
Workers Alliance, CIO unions, women's 
groups and other progressive organizations, 
called for additional relief .appropriations 
and for the state to reverse the ratio of the 
60-40 relief expense, the heavier end now 
falling on financially weak cities; they 
showed how this and greater state aid to the 
cities was possible through a courageous and 
progressive program of taxation on the rich. 

The weight of the people will be felt by 
the fine showing of progressives but far 
more pressure is needed to defeat the Tories. 
The hearings in Albany will be resumed this 
morning. The campaign of the people should 
just be beginning.
